Last Mil}' t)ii> iiKMubors iif Assonilily 
woro at l();;;;>:rhi,'ails ubmit V()tiiij; iiiuiiey 
for tho |)iiriiosi; of luvinj; duwu liUnVH in 
tlio liariior witlmut intnuluciu;: ;i bill.

Noticing fiirtlmr wan done ; no bill 
of supply was introdiKjcd, or even men 
tioned, So in this instance the constitution 
was trcfitod (is a dead letter ; but porliaps 
not int^ntioniilly. so^as'.imtho.formor case, 
|n both these instances the Council is ig 
pored. It is very true that the Council 
cannot alter, aineiid or orij;inato a bill of 
iupply. But that body may rejoct a bill if 
it consiilors the Iloiiao h:s made too lavish 
au espcuditure of public money. On tlic 
other hand it' ' may concur. The constitu- 
tion makes the consent of the three braucli- 
08 of <the Ipgislature necessary to make a 
bill of supply law,-^althoi}gh the Assem- 
bly has the sole right to oviginrtto it. In 
those cases no bills ^yore sent to tho Council 
for its concurrence, and no opportunity af- 
forded by which they could bo rejected. 
"What then Is the use of an Upper House V 
Is the power /^ven to ' it by the constitu- 
tion treated as a dead letter 7 Are consti- 
jtHtioqal obeolcspnturqly useless?. It is possi- 
ble' that Buoh invalid - proocedings* may 
faise important questions yet, Would it be 
ptranf;e if sonin future committee on public 
expenditure discovered that tho appropria- 
tions were notconstitutionally made ? Wlifit 
cftcet would it have on the treasurer? 
Would he not have to return tho money 
which had been paid away xrithout being 
pnthorijs.ed b^. law ?
